Proscribe it as they may. the debt question is 
in the mind of every delegate representing one of 
of the great powers, and in the minds also of the 
governments of the peoples whom they represent 
That it will hamper discussion and obstruct action 
on practically all the items in the program is al- 
most inevitable 

From what has already happened, it might have 
been better if the debt question had been written 
boldly into the list of subjects for conference con- 
sideration. If it i whole proceed- 
ings, at least an open and candid discussion would 
open the way for an understanding. Dragged into 
the debates, as something foreign to the program, 
there is mo possibility that it will be fully eluci- 
dated and a likelihood that it will disturb harmony

To 
do that would be to admit that he had tried to do 
illegally what he dare not try to do by process of 
law. If the Minister is reasonably sure of his 
ground, Peter may look for another warrant any 
day, to be followed by a hearing in the courts, not 
at a star chamber session of immigration officials 
That question is up to Mr. Gordon. 

Whether Peter is deported or not does not mat- 
ter, so long as it is done after full recognition of 
his rights to a fair and open trial. What does mat- | 
ter is that Judge Mellish and Judge Robson have 
given a needed and timely rebuke to official 
assumptions and have assured residents of Canada, 
citizens and aliens, that the courts of the land stand

INTELLIGENCE AN 
INFORMATION 
Editor Bulletin: Much inter- 
esting and valuable infc tion 
appearsin your daily article, “Let's 
explore your mind.” However 


the answer to the third quesiion 
in the issue of June 13, 1933, con- 
tains rather serious errors. It is 
correct that Thorndike and other 
psychologists have shown that, in 
the main, persons who are good 


reasoners have a good fund of 


general information and that the 
best informed persons do better 
in solving cross-word puzzles, in 
bridge problems, etc 

The inference drawn from this 
that one can steadily increase his 
intelligence by education is totally 
erroneous nor did Thorndike ever 
make this inference or any inter- 
ence in any way like this. Fur- 
ther, no reputable psychologist 
holds this view 

This view is a popular idea and 
is held by some students of edu- 
cational philosophy, even by such 
an eminent educationist as Bagley, 
though he appears to have modi- 
fied his attitude. Such a view is 
based on sentiment not on scien- 
tific fact; the wish is father to 
the thought 

People are not made more in- 


telligent by acquiring more gen- 
eral information, which is 
ting the cart before the horse, but 
acquire, and are able to acquire 
much general information if they 
are intelligent. The upper ‘imit 
of a child's intelligence may be 
ascertained when he first enters 
school by means of an intelligence 
test 

Education and genera! informa- 
tion do not increase anyone's in- 
telligence any more then gasco.une 
and oil increase the horsepower 
of a car; but they do enable one 
to make use of the intelligence he 


ut- 


has, just as gas and oil allow a 


car to use the horsepower it has. 
In both cases there is an upper 
limit beyond which education or 
gas can develop no further power. 

Still it is comforting to pote 
that most people can develop 
much further than they have gone, 


So many readers found interesting the text of 
the radio interview on inflation from the Richfield 
Newspaper of the Air that another of the series 
seems called for. 

The following is an interview with Willard 
Brunson, noted commodity authority upon “How 
Inflation will affect Commodity Prices.” A handi- 
cap with all information transmitted through the 
ether to the listeners is its fleeting character, and 
the lack of opportunity to weigh and dissect the 
speakers sentences. Mr. Brunson’s answers to 
questions propounded by Interviewer Stan Hayes, 


deserve some form of preservation for study. Here 
it is: 
* & 
Question: Mr. Brunson, in considering the sub- 


ject of the discussion this evening, namely, the 
effect of inflation on ihe price of commodities, 
just what do you mean by “commodities”? 

Answer: “Commodities” is a broad term. Like 
the word “inflation” it is capable of many inter- 
pretations. For the purposes of this discussion I 
should like to differentiate between the so-called 
“basic .commodities” or raw materials and the 
“finished products.” I should like to consider only 
the former. 

Question: What exactly do you mean by “basic 
commodities"? 

Answer: Those raw materials which are an 
essential part of our life and of our commercial 
existence, such as wheat, corn, oats, rye and other 
grains, together with cotton, sugar, rubber, the var- 
ious metals, lumber, etc. 

Question: Why do you wish to consider only 
‘the basic commodities this evening, Mr. Brunson? 

Answer: Because the price of finished products 
is dependent on the cost of raw materials and of 
lgbor, and labor itself might perhaps be considered 
as a commodity. 

* oF 

Question: What is the effect of inflation on 
commodity prices? 

Answer: I will answer that first by giving my 
definition of inflation. My idea of inflation is “any 
influence or process whereby the volume of money 
and credit increase, and prices rise.” Thus, infla- 
tion raises the commodity prices level. This is a 
certain result because by the very definition of 
inflation, the value of money in terms of goods, 
declines 

Question: Will inflation cause the prices of all 
commodities to rise in approximately the same 
ratio? 

Answer: No; there is apt to be a wide diverg- 
ence, not only in the amount of price betterment 
but also in the speed of the advance. This again 
is due to the operation of the economic law of sup- 
ply and demand 

For example, if in the early stages of inflation, 
there is a shortage of one commodity and an over- 
supply of another, the commodity in which there 
is a shortage, either actual or prospective, will ad- 
vance in price much more rapidly and spectac- 
ularly than the commodity in which there is an 
over-supply 

When the sun and the moon get together we 
get our highest tides; when there is inflation and 
a scarcity of any commodity, there is a double 
effect of the law of supply and demand—first, the 
effect of this law because of the general influence 
of inflation, and secondly the strong price influence 
exerted on the particular commodity because of its 
scarcity

Question: Have we ever had inflation in North 
America before? ' 

Answer: Many times. The most recent in- 
stance was during the so-called “boom” days of 
1928 and 1929. 

For example, compare the price level that ex- 
ists today with that prevailing in 1929, and you 
will readily see that the 1929 dollar would buy 
much less than the 1933 dollar, therefore, inflation 
was far greater in 1929 than it is now 

Question: Why then, is there so much talk about 
inflation today, when there was comparatively 
little a few years ago? 

Answer: For two reasons: First, because any 
previous inflation we had was either necessitous 
or incidental. The inflation we now have embarked 
upon is deliberate and voluntary. in an effort to 
speed our recovery from the depression. The 
necéssitous inflation which appears in our finan- 
cial history has occurred as a result of war; the 
incidental inflation was a corollary of every great 
period of prosperity, and therefore received but 
little attention from the people in general 

The second reason is that the effects of our 
present mild inflation are registered abroad by the 
decline of the American dollar in terms of foreign 
money, whereas in 1929, because of the fact that in- 
flation was prevalent throughout the world, our 
dollar maintained its position among the currencies 
of other nations 

Question: Does inflation cause a steady price

Answer: Ordinarily not. The early stages of an 
advance in commodity prices are usually very 
gradual and are brought about by the purchases of 
people with exceptional foresight. Then peoples 
in general becoming convinced either that inflation 
exists, or that it is about to come, rush to convert 
their dollars into equities of some description 
prices are carried higher than the degree of in- 
flation warrants, with a resultant slump. This 
slump is apt to be severe, but of short duration, and 
should be followed by @ more gradual but more 
extensive rise 

As a general thing, people who have failed to 
cover their future requirements before the first 
upturn of prices reaches its crest are apt to be- 
come discouraged when the slump comes. They do 
not buy and finally are forced to pay exceedingly 
high prices for what they wish 

Question: Do you consider present commodity 
prices high? 

Answer: It is entirely a question of relativity 
They are high cornpared with those which existed 
a few months ago, but are still extremely low 
when measured by the average over period of years 
Many commodities are still selling well below the 
cost of production, and do not forget that infla- 
tion will add to the cost of production. The timid 
buyer who is afraid to grasp opportunities which 
present themselves is apt to have many regrets 
The present is a buying era

Mr. Bunson’s lucid explanation of how inflation 
affects commodity prices has both an academic 
and @ practical value. 

He says, in effect, that if you need a new suit 
or a new automobile, above all desire an inflation 
of prices to stimulate trade, the best time to buy is 
now and the best way of speeding inflation is to 
buy now 


Health and Diet Advice

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Eggs poached in Cream, 
served on Melba Toast; Sliced Pineapple. Dinner: 
Roast Veal, Melba Toast Dressing, Asparagus; Cel- 
ery, ripe Olives; Apple Snow. Supper: Avocado 
Salad, Cornmeal Muffins. 

MONDAY--Breakfast: Cottage Cheese, dish of 
Berries. Lunch: Clear Tomato Soup; Combination 
salad of Celery, Tomatoes and Lettuce. Dinner: 
Veal Loaf (see note), small Green Peas, escalloped 
Celery; Baked Pears. 


TUESDAY—Breakfast: Whole Wheat Muffins, 
crisp Bacon; Stewed Prunes. Lunch: Ice Cream 
with fresh fruit. Dinner: Lamb Chops, *Corn and 
String Beans en casserole; Salad of grated raw Car- 
rots on Lettuce; Pineapple Whip. 


WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Coddled Eggs, 
toasted Cereal Biscuit; Applesauce. Lunch: As- 
paragus on Toast, baked Tomatoes; Lettuce. Din- 
ner: Boiled fresh Beef Tongue, Summer Squash, 
Green Peas and diced small Carrots. Salad of 
shredded Cabbage; Jello or Jell-Well. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Small slice of Ham, 
well cokked Waffle; Stewed Apricots. Lunch: 
Fresh Fruits, glass of sweet Milk. Dinner: Dish of 
Cottage Cheese or % pound Yellow Cheese; But- 
tered Beets, Spinach; Celery; Dish of Berries. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: French Omelet, Melba 
Toast: Stewed Raisins. Lunch: Large glass of To- 
mato Juice. Dinner: Broiled Fillet of Sole, String 
Beans. Eggplant; Salad of stuffed Tomatoes; No 
dessert 

SATURDAY-Breakfast: Toasted breakfast food 
with Cream; Fresh Figs. Lunch: Stuffed Summer 
Squash; Head Lettuce with Peanut Butter Dress- 
ing. Dinner: Stuffed Beef Rots, Green Peas; Salad 
of cold cooked Asparagus on Lettuce; Gelatine 
Snow. 

*CORN AND STRING BEANS EN CASSE- 
ROLE: Cut tender string beans into small pieces 
and cook in a small amount of water for about 
fifteen minutes. Cut an equal amount of corn from 
the cob, first scoring each row of kernals with a 
sharp knife. If any liquid remains on the beans, 
drain and save for soup, add beans to corn with a 
little cream and bake for twenty minutes, allowing 
to brown on top. 

Corn may be used in this way with celery, as- 
paragus. spinach or young carrots. When using the 
fresh spinach, shred very fine and do not cook 
before mixing with the corn as with the string 
beans, but put all into casserole and bake at once. 

(NOTE): In making veal loaf, prepare unflav- 
ored gelatin as directed on package. When con- 
gelation begins, mix in finely minced cooked veal 
left over from Sunday, to which has been added 
a smal] amount of chopped parsley and a very little 
salt. Place on ice and serve in slices garnished 
with small tomato rings from which centres have 
been removed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Margaret G. writes: “I have 
used your method of employing olive oil in liver 
trouble and found it to be a wonderful help; in 
fact, the only method that gives over night relief. 
I find that a four ounce dose taken at bed time 
makes me feel 100% better the following day 
What I cannot understand is why does olive oil do 
this and other oils or greases do not produce the 
same effect?” 

ANSWER: I do not know definitely what prop- 
erty of olive oil differs from other oils in stimulat- 
ing a discharge of bile from the liver and gall 
bladder. Most vegetable or animal oils do have 
somewhat of the same effect, but in actual experi- 


| ence I have observed that the olive oil seems the 


most favorable in the average case 

QUESTION: Eleanor T. writes: “I get much 
from your articles in the paper, but I seem troubled 
with constipation and someone has suggested that 
I try the ‘Bland Diet’ as roughage seems to irritate 
I want to know what you think of this diet.”

Rather, I ad- 
vise you to take plenty of exercise, eat a large 
amount of cooked and raw greens, and take an 
enema daily, if necessary, until your bowels move 
naturally. Drink only a moderate amount of water, 
and that between meals and not at mealtime.
